My 2 cents worth: 


I have a 20 meter dipole about 26 feet high, fed with 450 twinlead and 
tuned for all bands with a tuner. The dipole is broadside North - 
South. I also have an old Cushcraft R5 vertical (20-10 meters including 
WARC bands), base about 10 feet off the ground and the top of the 
vertical about 26 feet off the ground. 


Both work well but the vertical is easier to operate, not requiring 
tuner adjustment to QSY or change bands. I've had generally better 
results on 18 - 30 MHz with the vertical and generally prefer the 
"sound" of signals off the vertical. 


I realize that's pretty subjective, but that's my 2 cents!

Al, K8DHJ, and I had a nice little CW QSO on 3579.9 kHz this evening. Al ran 
150 watts while I ran the Warbler at one watt.I gave Al 589 and he gave me 
569. 


Three 'new' things I tried tonight: 


1) Operated just below 3580 (3579.9) kHz, where I kept out of PSKers way AND 
where the Warbler still manages to output one full watt. 


2) Adjusted the Warbler's carrier osc/ BFO for exactly 3581.5 kHz...not to 
zero-beat W1AW, although it does...but to cause a somewhat lower beat 
frequency (500 Hz lower than before) while receiving other CW stations which 
are operating, say, between 3579 and 3580 kHz...it's a little easier on the 
ears. 

I also set DigiPan's ‘spectrum start' to 3581.5 kHz, LSB. 

Used the TS-440S for calibration. 


3) I'm now using the Vectronics VEC-841K tunable audio filter between the 
Warbler's audio out jack and the ‘aux' input jack of a Realistic(Radio 
Shack) cat. no. 32-2040 ‘Amplified Speaker System' to make it a little 
easier to single out the signal of the person with whom I'm trying to 
communicate...still, also use DigiPan for the panoramic view :) 


The Warbler still works great on PSK with the 'new' settings and I'm real 
happy about that.

The original companion for the TT2 was the Herring-Aid 5. People have 
done updated versions of it; as with the TT2, the changes are mostly to 
use parts that are obtainable now, such as toroids rather than the 
modified Radio Shack inductors used in the original design. Some web 
links:

That being said, I haven't built one of those; instead, like N4UY, I 
built a Neophyte. In part, I chose it because I had a half-built one 
lying around the shack. It had been a Billerica Amateur Radio Club club 
project some years ago, and I had been at the first building session, 
where we put the parts on the circuit board, but missed the second 
building session where we were going to finish the things, and somehow 
never got around to finishing it myself. I had originally been building 


it for 80 meters, so I had to remove a bunch of capacitors from the 
board and replace them with different ones; both sets had been provided 
in the kit that BARS used for the project. I then talked my XYL out of a 
beautiful saffron box (she buys the stuff by the ounce, and it comes in 
lovely metal containers), and installed the circuit board and the other 
parts in it. The saffron box makes a nice contract with the humble tuna 
can of the TT2. (I built one of those recently as well, from the latest 
version of the kit offered by the Ft. Smith QRP Club.) 


The one part I didn't use from the kit was the provided tuning 
capacitor. I would have had to find some sort of reduction drive to make 
that one useable. I had one with a built-in reduction drive in my 
junkbox, which I had picked up years ago at some hamfest, and used that 
instead. The Neophyte schematic calls for a 365pf cap; by measuring it 
with the capacitance function of my DVM, I determined that sections 1 
and 3 of my cap, in parallel, would be in the right neighborhood. 


Anyhow, it came right up and worked immediately. It was off frequency 
when first powered up, but adjustment of the appropriate coil fixed 
that; after adjustment, the tuning range is just about exactly 7000-7300 
KHz. I haven't done any formal measurement of its MDS, but it's 
sensitive enough to hear the noise floor of the band at my station, 
which is good enough. 


After initial testing, I added a small circuit board with a 7806 
regulator, so I could power it from the usual 12v station power, rather 
than having to keep a battery pack handy. I built that on a tiny 
leftover piece of Radio Shack perfboard. All that's on it is the 
regulator and the input and output capacitors.

I've never heard of anyone else doing this, so I thought I'd post... 


I have recently been using a really inexpensive source of hookup wire: 
Category 5 LAN cable. You can often get spool/box ends from network 
installers for free; once they're down below 50 or 100 feet on the spool 
(depending on the length of the runs they're pulling), they usually 
throw away the leftover cable. If you have to resort to buying the 
stuff, it can often be found for 5 cents a foot or less at hamfests. 
There are both solid and stranded wire versions, but the stranded wire 
doesn't show up often as raw cable (the stranded wire is used for the 
connection between the wall jack and your computer, and most LAN 
installers buy pre-made cables for that), and is more expensive to buy 
new. 


LAN cable comes in regular PVC jacket (cheap, easy to strip) and plenum 
(high temperature insulation made for installing in air ducts, more 
expensive, harder to strip) versions. Early plenum cable had Teflon 
insulation, both the outer jacket and the insulation on the individual 
wires; alas, most of the stuff made now doesn't. (I'm not sure what 
they're using, but it isn't Teflon.) If you're paying, you'll want the 
PVC for most purposes; if you're getting it for free, either will do. 


Once you remove the outer jacket, you discover four color-coded twisted 
pairs of #24 wire. Each pair has a colored wire (red, blue, green, 
brown), and a white wire (usually with colored stripes matching its 
pairmate). Pairs are what you need much of the time, so you're all set; 
if you need a single wire, you'll have to untwist a pair to get it. 


#24 wire is small; it's not suitable for all purposes. But it does the 
trick for most internal wiring in rigs, especially QRP rigs, though 
you'll want larger wire for the main power and antenna connections in 
transmitters. One or two feet of cable will provide enough wire for most 


simple projects, so your 50 or 100 foot leftover spool of cable will 
last a long time. 


There are lots of other uses for LAN cable. You can use it (intact) for 
hooking up telephones, antenna control boxes, and so forth. Or you could 
install a home LAN...

I have not experienced enough activity on 2M or 70cm

The 2N2222 and 2N4401 are virtually identical in their specifications, 
and thus fully interchangeable. Not only because the spec sheets say 
so, but from personal experience. I bought a bag of 200 2N4401's for a 
buck and I've been living off of them for 2-3 years. I have carefully 
compared the differences in several receivers I've built between the two 
and it's very subtle. And this is using them for the RF amplifier, 

an active mixer arrangement and IF amplifier (not just the T-R switch 
or something). I made comparisons betweens the 2N4401, 2N2222A (both 
plastic and metal-can versions), 2N2219, several MPS varieties and the 
2N918/MPS918. Very little differences between them all, except ... 


2N2219 - kinda noisy and a bit anemic for gain >10MHz. 
MPS918 - remains my favorite "hot" transistor for HF work. 
2N2222A (metal can) produces the lowest noise figure in mixer designs. 


You should see no differences substituting the 2N2222 for your blown 
2N4401.

It depends on your rules for success. If you feel that you have to find 
someone to talk to every night or every other night and you prefer to 
talk to new people, perhaps this is not for you. However, if you are 
like most on VHF/UHF who spend more time monitoring the bands then it 
might be a worthwhile addition. 


Build the two meter rig and get operational. Work the locals. Then leave 
the rig on to monitor for activity or band openings. Get on frequently 
and send a few CQ's. You never know. Also if you have qrp buddies near 
by you can get together on two rather than utilze spectrum say on 40 
where most of the country will hear you. 


I run 170 watts on two but use a very small, non-gain antenna at low 
height and I can work 200 miles or so virtually all the time. Those of 
you who can manage a medium size beam at 30 or 40 feet fed with low loss 
9913 or whatever should be able to the same with five or ten watts. 


If you were around during the 60's, recall the sixers and twoers. Plenty 
of people used these simple, low power AM rigs. Lets not count it out.

So, I reasoned a 2W, 2m CW rig, with a 
3 or 4 element portable beam from Arrow should get contacts out to 100 
mi or more. Somebody mentioned the notion that a small SM kit would 
be a great club project. I agree, maybe one day TAPRs will have 
something. Remember the key here is LIGHT WEIGHT and battery 
friendly!!!

I have virtually the same experience every time I go 
into a RS for the first time. I don't think it is a 
matter of pushy sales people as much as it is a matter 
of loss prevention. These stores have a lot of high 
dollar-small consumer items that are a favorite of 
shoplifters, and I suspect that all sales personnel 
are instructed to to ask to assist as a matter of 
politeness, and to keep their eyes open. 


I have two favorite RS's that I use, and the folks in 
both know me now. (The manager of one is a ham, too.) 


That was not always the case. First few times in 
both, was like the first time in most any RS. 
However, I always make it a point to spend a little 
bit of time talking to the sales people, telling them 
what I am looking for and what I want to do with it, 
even when I can find the part much faster than their 
newest sales people. (I almost always have the 
catalog and page number written down when I go in 
anyway.) 


I suspect that the reason we don't experience the 
constant supervision at most parts outlets is that 
they probably are not as likely to have shoplifters 
there. 


I have used RS for years, and I have gotten good stuff 
from them as well as not so good. Same thing with the 
parts places. However, aside from the fact that I can 
go into my favorite stores and browse pretty much 
unmolested now, I generally try to support them when 
it makes sense to do so, because I like having a 
nearby parts source, and without the demand, the parts 
won't be stocked. The in-store parts selection is 
decreasing, perhaps in part becase experimenters are 
looking elsewhere, or maybe because there is less 
demand for parts. In any case, I am sure RS can make 
more money in the same amount of retail space by 
selling phones, stereos or computers. 


This is not by any means an unqualified endorsement of 
RS (I don't have any interest in doing so and other 
standard disclaimers), but only a suggestion that 
while they don't carry all the stuff hams want or 


need, and they don't always speak our language, they 
are convenient for some things. You take the good 
with the bad, I suppose.

> Chris Dapples (KF7KN) posted a very interesting question to the SARA 

> (Society of Amateur Radio Astronomers) list. To paraphrase, he asked 

> that if the impedance of freespace is about 377 ohms, why do we not use 
> antennas with 377 ohms of impedance? 


I will respond to this for those on QRP-L with interest, and because I 
don't know how to respond to the SARA reflector (and assume it will be 
forwarded up there by someone!). It's actually a very good question to 
explore, at least for the radio astronomy perspective. 


First, how would you make a tuned-resonant antenna with 377 ohms of 
impedance? The characteristic impedance of a half-wave dipole, for 
example, is 70-something ohms, and multi-element antennas, to offer gain, 
are lower than that. To achieve 377 ohms, you'd have some sort of long 
wire antenna arrangement, which of course would not be resonant and 

thus "lossy." For QRP (low power ham radio) work, a lossy antenna can 
attenuate your signals, but not neccessarily keep you from having a QSO. 


In radio astronomy, however, there are few radio sources that can be 
detected with a simple dipole. You simply need to have an antenna 

system that offers some gain. In fact, to do much of anything with 

radio astronomy, you really need a BUNCH OF GAIN at the antenna. This is 
why radio telescopes have these huge 300-foot dishes (Bonn, Germany, 


Jodrell Bank, England, or Green Bank, WVA), or dozens of dishes spread 

out over miles (like the VLA or VLBA), or built into a crater (Arecibo) or 
at lower frequencies, acres of phased array dipoles (Mills Cross, the 
Jupiter Watch Array in Florida, etc.). 


On HF, the LOUDEST cellestial signals hitting the earth are the infrequent 
L-bursts from Jupiter in the 18-28MHz range. These are typically about 

a million Jansky's (Jy), with 1Jy=1x10%-23 mW. Do the math, and you'll 

see a tuned dipole is just on the verge of detecting this above the 

noise level (and thus not recommended). The other possible sources to 

detect with a modest antenna system is the sun, the Crab Nebula (in Casseopia) 
and our galactic center (Saggitarius). With a well built system using a 
tuned dipole, you MIGHT beable to see a 3dB signal change, forming a "bell 
curve" as the galactic center or Cas-A drifts through your antenna beam 

width (which for a dipole, is about horizon-to-horizon!). 


The other LOUDEST cellestial signals heard on HF by amateur radio 
astronomers was the SL-9 comet impact with Jupiter. Several amateur 
radio astronomers, myself included, built systems to detect any possible 
radiation at the lower frequencies, with a fair measure of success. But 
then again, the stronger collisions generated power (flux density) in the 
10-20MHz range of 10-20 million Jansky's! But ... this is only about 
10dB stronger than the minimum signal a dipole can detect. By comparison, 
consider that most of the signals received by professional radio 
telescopes are in the MILLI-Jansky range! 


In radio astronomy, everything is based on "system temperature" in deg. K, 
for which the receiver, antenna and noise temperatures must be carefully 
calculated in order to determine the temperature of the source. From the 
source temperature, physics can then be done to determine how "hot" the 
burning gas is, it's size, it's relative motions, etc. A dipole hanging 
in free space picks up a lot of noise temperature just from the ground 
underneath it, from nearby buildings, etc. that is very difficult to 
determine, which of course elevates the background noise of your system. 


For those interested in building an amateur radio telescope, here a few 

system requirements you must consider: 

1. Generally, you need an antenna system offering some gain ABOVE a tuned 
dipole. 

2. You need an antenna with the narrowest beam-width you can afford, so 
the signal you are receiving is a larger percentage of the noise power 
being received. 

3. A narrow beam antenna is also beneficial for helping determine if a 
received signal is coming from space, or from earth. This is almost 
impossible to do with a single antenna, and ZIP for a dipole. 

4. A 2-element or larger antenna system is recommended to improve the 
sensitivity (gain), narrower beam width, and to determine the phase the 
signal hits the two antennas. If the signal comes from space, it will 


hit the two antennas about the same time, while a terrestrial signal 
will hit one antenna first, then the second one a bit later. This is 
how you can eliminate earth-based interference from a cellestial 
signal ... important for positive identification that your signal is 
truly "coming from space." But even only 2 antennas will have zones 
that can fool you on this. 

5. You MUST CALIBRATE YOUR SYSTEM! You must have some way of knowing that 
when your chart recorder moves one division, it is due to so many 
degrees K change hitting your antenna. This is usually done with a 
calibrated noise source, injected at the antenna, to measure the 
antenna's temperature sensitivity. It is not easily done by amateurs. 
Without calibration, that is, without being able to tell an astronomer 
looking at your data that a change of 0.1mV at your receiver output is 
due to a change of 10,000 deg. K at the antenna, your data is useless 
for science. 


At professional radio telescopes, a COLD noise source is usually switched 
into the system fairly frequently so the rest of the system noise can 
constantly be determined and subtracted. At the Very Large Array (VLA), 
the noise source is switched in every 52mS, or about 19 times a second. 
At the Very Large Baseline Array (VLBA), the noise source is switched in 
and out 80 times a second! The reason for such high rate of switched 
noise sampling is to keep up with the fast changes in gain variations due 
to signal dispersion in the atmosphere and fluctuations in the 
electronics. 


So back to the original question, in theory, it always seems better to 
match impedances for maximum power transfer. However, any antenna built 
with a 377 ohm impedance would be a non-tuned antenna, which would be 
lossy compared to a dipole, and a dipole is just barely adequate to 

detect the strongest known signals from space. 50-ohm antenna systems are 
thus used to closer match the impedance of a tuned dipole, and to keep the 
noise temperature of the feedline at a minimum (the lower the impedance, 
the less noise).

Hi Paul, 


The natural resonant frequency (where you get a purely resistive load) 
and feedpoint impedances for dipoles, yagis, verticals, etc. are what 
they are because of the physical constants in this universe. You can 
change this to whatever resistance you want with a network or 
transformer or by feeding it the appropriate point. e.g. A dipole is a 
center fed 1/2 wave antenna. A 1/2 wave antenna can have impedances 
ranging from a low when fed at the center to thousands of ohms if fed at 
the end. You can choose a point along the antenna to give you the 
impendence you want. Non resonant antennas are not necessarily lossy. 
They are only lossy in that the high currents and fields can suffer 
losses in wire and dielectrics. Well designed systems (like good loop 
antennas) can have very high currents and very high fields without 
suffering significant loss.

I would like the 
opportunity to look and see if there is anything I am interested in before 


wasting their time and mine. Theft I can understand, but you do not need 
to be within 2 feet starring at the shopper. How about standing a discreet 


distance away? That 2 foot garbage makes me claustrophobic! 


I have two favorite RS's that I use, and the folks in 
both know me now. (The manager of one is a ham, too.)

I know only one manager anymore that knows me by sight. Nice guy and 

good to work with. I'll throw my business his way any time I can. I knew 
of 

one other recently that was a complete jerk. It didn't matter if you were 
spending 

$2.00 or $1,500. He always looked ( and acted ) as if you were wasting 
his time. 

Not sad to see him go at all. Too few of the former and too many of the 
later. 

The older I get the more I do not like poor service and to have it forced 
on me 

is just too much to put up with. 


That was not always the case. First few times in 
both, was like the first time in most any RS. 
However, I always make it a point to spend a little 
bit of time talking to the sales people, telling them 
what I am looking for and what I want to do with it, 
even when I can find the part much faster than their 
newest sales people. (I almost always have the 
catalog and page number written down when I go in 
anyway.)

I have had conversations with some sales people here and there, some quite 
nice. 

For the most part they want to get you in, sell you something and get you 
out. 

I usually think of the part on the way home or while I am out. I do not 
have the 

time usually to make a list complete with RS P/N's and catalog page #'s. 


I suspect that the reason we don't experience the 
constant supervision at most parts outlets is that 
they probably are not as likely to have shoplifters

I have used RS for years, and I have gotten good stuff 
from them as well as not so good. Same thing with the 
parts places. However, aside from the fact that I can 
go into my favorite stores and browse pretty much 
unmolested now, I generally try to support them when 
it makes sense to do so, because I like having a 
nearby parts source, and without the demand, the parts 
won't be stocked. The in-store parts selection is 
decreasing, perhaps in part becase experimenters are 
looking elsewhere, or maybe because there is less 
demand for parts. In any case, I am sure RS can make 
more money in the same amount of retail space by 
selling phones, stereos or computers. 


This is not by any means an unqualified endorsement of 
RS (I don't have any interest in doing so and other 
standard disclaimers), but only a suggestion that 
while they don't carry all the stuff hams want or 
need, and they don't always speak our language, they 
are convenient for some things. You take the good 
with the bad, I suppose.

A signal transmitted on 184 kHz from ZL6QH--the Wellington, New 
Zealand, Amateur Radio Club's Quartz Hill station--has spanned the 
Pacific. The transmission, part of a series of announced 
transpacific tests, was received on June 30 by Steve McDonald, 
VE7SL, of British Columbia, Canada. 


''A claim is made for the confirmed reception of ZL6QH by VE7SL, on 
184.4 kHz, over a path of 11,709 km,'' said Bob Vernall ZL2CA, who 
organized the transpacific tests. ''This is a one-way confixrmation, 
as VE7SL does not have transmitting capability.'' Vernall said that 
on June 30, seven New Zealand stations--including ZL6QH--and one 


Australian transmitted test signals in the 160-190 kHz band for the 
transpacific tests. Amateurs in New Zealand have access to that 
band. 


McDonald used Argo software to capture the ZL6QH signal and very 
likely that of ZL40L, although no claim was being made for the 
latter. The reception occurred right around the time of sunrise in 
British Columbia. 


ZL6QH was transmitting dual-frequency CW with two-minute elements, 
one frequency representing dits, the other dahs. The ZL6QH station 
was running approximately 100 W into a longwire antenna. 


Amateurs spanned the Atlantic in both directions earlier this year 
on 136 kHz. Efforts to make it across the Pacific have been under 
way during the winter season in the Southern Hemisphere. 


The ARRL has petitioned the FCC to authorize Amateur Radio 
allocations at 136 kHz and in the 160-190 kHz band. The petition is 
pending.
